Col, Bessonette was a son of Col. 
R. V. C. Bessonette and Mrs. Bes- 
sonette of Victoria. 

One June 17 Col. Bessonette 
was hit by an 83-mm. shell while 

running to the assistance of a fel- 
low officer who was fatally 


wounded by a shell which had. 


crashed into their camp a minute 
before. 

Col, Bessonette evidently heard 
the shell which hit him, for as he 
ran he fell flat. The shel] landed 
right on him. 

The two officers were buried in a 
little graveyard by a Norman 
church, its spire shattered by gun- 
fire, Maj. Gen. Keller, commander 
of the 3rd Division, attended the 
front-line funeral service with guns 
banging a few fields away and 
fighter planes droning overhead.

LONDON, June 26.—While American forces mopped up isolated nests of 
German resistance in Cherbourg today, bringing the battle for the port to its final 
stage, British and Canadian forces, under cover of the most intensive artillery and 
air bombardment of the Normandy campaign, smashed forward in the Caen- 
Bayeaux sector to capture several villages and threaten the keypoint of Villers 


Bocage. 

(The Nazi DNB agency admitted | 
that British troops had “achieved 
a break-through of about three 
kilometers in depth and five kilo- 
meters in width’ and were attack- 
ing with “a massage employment 
of tank forces and the strpngest 


support of artillery and battle 
planes,”) 

The GBritish and Canadian 
troops seized the villages of

miles southeast of Tilly, and 
Brettvillette, four miles south of 
Tilly.

Finance Minister Ilsley today put 
the final touches to the budget 
which he will bring down tonight 
in the commons. 

The minister is scheduled to be- 
gin his budget address shortly after 
6 p.m. C.D.T,, giving a review of 
the last fiscal year before announc- 
ing what tax burdens Canadians 
will be asked to carry this year, 

There has been little speculation 
on what the budget will contain, 
but some prominent Liberal mem- 
bers of the house have expressed 
the view that there will be few tax 
changes. 

Belief has been expressed in 
some circles that there may be 
adjustments here and there in 
the income taxes and possibly 
some relief in the excess profits 
taxes to give business firms a 
chance to pile up some reserves 
to meet expenditures resulting 
from wartime to peacetime switch- 
overs, 

Several members of the commons 
have urged that the income taxes in 
lower brackets be lightened and 
that the limit of $660 annual income 
below which no taxes are collected 
from single persons be raised, and 
that the $1,200 limit for married 
people also be moved up.

North of Perugia 


Eighth Army Breaches 
Centre of Nazi Line

ROME, June 26.—British 8th Army troops broke 
through the centre of the German line north and west of 
Perugia after three days of bitter fighting, while American 
forces on the west coast captured the port town of Piombino 
and swept on to within 38 miles of Livorno (Leghorn), the 
second largest Italian harbor left in German hands, a com- 


munique said today. 


Hard fighting was continuing 
along a 25-mile front from the 
Perugia area to the west shores 
of Lake Trasimeno and down into 
the city of Chiusi, but official re- 
ports said the Germans were be- 
ing hammered back relentlessly 
by United Kingdom, South Af- 
rican and Indian armored col- 
umns. 

The 8th Army advances yesterday 
were measured in hundreds of 
yards, but headquarters spokesmen 
said the strongest enemy defences 
in the Perugia sector had been 
breached and that the British vet- 
erans were sweeping forward rap- 
idly today. 


ON ENEMY’S HEELS 


Tank columns spearheading the 
advancing infantry rode hard on 


the heels of the retreating enemy, 
frequently surprising demolition 
squads left behind to destroy roads 
and bridges. 

Forward elements of the 8th 
Army were within about 50 miles 
of the trans-italian line extending 
through Pisa, Florence and Rim- 
ini, where the Germans were ex- 
pected to make their next’ major 
stand. 

On the Tyrrhenian coastal flank, 
American units of the Allied 5th 
Army were drivizg on Livorno in 
giant strides, 

Allied air support over the battle 
lines was restricted by bad weather 
yesterday, but formations of fighter- 
bombers pounded enemy rail and 
road targets between Genoa and 
Spezia and bombed shipping in the 
Adriatic.

LISBON, June 26, — (AP) — 
Twenty Hungarian Passengers who 
arrived here Saturday night on a 
German airliner said Nazi authori- 
ties had ordered the evacuation of 
Berlin, 


Hitler's Reichs chancellory was 
among “many important buildings” 
smashed or damaged “during the 
most devastating daylight air attack 
Berlin has ever had, made last 
Wednesday by American Liberators 
and Fortresses,” the BBC reported 
Sunday in a broadcast recorded in 
New York by CBS. 

“Pictures taken during the 
attack show more than 30 con- 
centrations of bombs in the heart 
of Berlin,” the BBC said. -< 
“They damaged more than 35 

separate industrial plants, four rail- 
way Stations, five marshalling 
yards, and many important govern- 
ment buildings. These included 
the Reichs chancellory, the Ges- 
tapo headquarters, the war office 
and propaganda headquarters.”

south. 

“We have broken the so-called 
German defence wall for White 
Russia,” a front dispatch said. 
“Panic is spreading among the Ger- 
man officers.” 

(A German D.N.B. news agency 
broadcast said the Russians launch- 
ed a new offensive south of Lake 
Pskov yesterday, apparently aimed 
at the Baltic states.) 

(The BBC said the Red Army had 
captured Vitebsk.) 

(Nazi broadcasts acknowledged 
that the Vitebsk garrison was 
cut off, that the Russians scored 
a “rather deep penetration” in 
the Bobruisk area to the south, 
and had gained more ground 
southwest of Bobruisk and east 
of Mogilev and on the Vitebsk 
front.)

3 Nazi Prisoners

LETHBRIDGE, June 26.—(CP)— 
Soldiers and. police today were 
scouring southern Alberta for 
three German prisoners of war who 
escaped during the night from the 
prisoner of war hostel near Iron 
Springs, 30 miles north of Leth- 
bridge. 

Military officials identified the 
prisoners as Hans Dallnyer, Guen- 
ter Wagner and Hellmuth Fortlage. 
They were the first to escape in 
this area since the camp was estab- 
lished late in 1942, 

The men had been working on 
farms in the Iron Springs district 
and were among 107 prisoners of 
war sent to the district about 
three weeks ago to form a labor 
pool for farmers, 

The prisoners working on farms 
go out in working parties each 
corning and return in the evening 
to the guarded hostels, 

Soldiers were rushed to the dis- 
trict and Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police joined their full force in the 
search. A trained dog is also be- 
ing used by police. 


Japs Threaten 
Hengyang Base 


CHUNGKING, June 26—(AP)— 
Severe fighting in the northeastern 
outskirts of Hengyang, where the 
Japanese are threatening seizure 


of the Hankow-Canton railway in 
their most serious attack in China 
since 1938, continued all day yes- 
terday without a change in posi- 
tions, the Chinese high command 
announced today. 

Yuhsien, 45 miles northeast of 
Hengyang and Hengshan, 25 miles 
northeast, fell to Japanese east 
wing columns, however. A col- 
umn on the west wing advancing 

Siangsiang, 60 miles north of 
engyang, was driven back, the 
communique said. 

The Japanese drive down the 
Canton-Hankow railway threatened 
to cut China in two, with the Japa- 
nese obviously determined to upset 
Allied plans to use China as a base.

The Red Army attack was de- 
signed to smash the entire Ger- 
man network of defences protect- 

ing White Russia, setting the 
stage for an advance to Poland 
and eventually Berlin. 

The largest number of men, 
tanks and guns ever concentrated 
on so narrow a sector of the front 
appeared to be ripping to pieces 
Germany's long-prepared White 
Russian defences in converging 
thrusts toward the ancient citadel 
of Minsk and, beyond that, the 
Baltic, Warsaw and Berlin. 

USE MILLION MEN 

(London sources estimated that 
the Russians were using 1,000,000 or 
more men in the co-ordinated 
White Russian offensives, The Ger- 
man DNB agency asserted that the 
Soviet armies included 80 infantry 
divisions of 1,200,000 men and an 
entire tank army.) 

More than 740 towns and vil- 
lages were liberated yesterday 
alone to bring the total for the 
first three days of the offensives 
to 1,340. More than 22,500 Ger- 
mans have been killed. 

Special orders of the day by 
Marshal Josef Stalin and communi- 
ques by the Soviet high command 
yesterday disclosed that four, ra- 
ther than two as originally an- 
nounced, Russian armies were par- 
ticipating in the offensives and 
were threatening Bobruisk and 
Mogilv, as well as Orsha and Vit- 
ebsk, farther north. 

LATEST DEVELOPMENTS 

Latest developments in the four 
sectors included: 

Vitebsk—The Ist Baltic and 3rd 


White Russian armies broke into, 


Vitebsk after encircling the city and 
trapping its garrison of five in- 
fantry divisions, some 50,000 to 75,000 
men. 

Orsha, 47 miles south of Vitebsk— 
The 3rd White Russian army out- 
flanked Orsha with the capture of 
Senno, 35 miles to the northwest, 
and pushed along the Moscow- 
Minsk-Warsaw railway to within 
eight miles of Orsha in a frontal 
attack, 

Mogilev, 87 miles couth of Vi- 
tebsk—The 2nd White Russian 
army under Col. Gen. F, DO. Zak- 

harov, broke through the enemy 
lines to a depth of 19 miles on a 
46-mile wide front before Mogilev 
and captured 200 towns, among 
them Sukhari, 14 miles east of 
Mogilev. The 2nd army also fore: 
ed the Pronya River, 

Bobruisk, 150 miles south of Vi- 
tebsk—The Ist White Russian army 
under Gen. Konstantin Rokossovsky, 
hero of Stalingrad, breached Ger- 
man defences on a 19 mile front 
east and a 50 mile front south of 
Bobruisk, Among the more than 
100 towns and villages captured 
were Moshina, 22 miles southeast of 
Bobruisk, seized in a 19 mile ad- 
vance, and Staiki, 26 miles north- 
east, The fall of Moshna means 
capture of a railway running south- 
west from Bobruisk to Luninets in 
Old Poland. 

The 1st Baltic army under Gen, 
Ivan C, Bagramian and 3rd White 
Russian army under Col, Gen. Ivan 
D. Cherniakhovsky completed the 
encirclement of Vitebsk, a city of 
167,000 and closest enemy base to 
Moscow, at Gnedilovichi, 19 miles 
to the west, then broke into the 
fortress itself and engaged the 
doomed garrison in a street battle. 


Recapture Nazis 


PEMBROKE, Ont, June 26. — 
(CP)—Hans Hautkapp, 22, and 
Heinrich Schollmanns, 20, two Ger- 
man naval prisoners of War who 
escaped from an internment camp 
last Thursday in the nearby Peta- 
wawa military camp area, were re- 
captured Saturday about seven 
miles from the point where they 
made their escape from a work 
gang 


Six enemy planes attempting to 
direct the U-boats to the attack 
also were shot down by naval 
fighter planes.

SHIPS MADE CONTACT 


First contact with the enemy 
force was made by ships of the sec- 
ond escort group under command of 
Capt. F. J. Walker, C.B. D.S.O., 
R.N., in his sloop H.M.S. Stirling, 
which, in company with H.M.S, 
Magpie, commanded by Lt. Cmdr. 
R. S., Abram, R.N., carried out a 
series of depth charge attacks 
against a suspected U-boat. 

Later, the admiralty said, ‘Deep 
under-water explosions and break- 
ing-up noises were heard.” Short- 
ly afterwards oil and much evi- 
dence of destruction rose to the 
surface.

PLANE SIGHTS SUB

flown from H.M.S. Tracker. The U- 
boat engaged the Swordfish with 
gunfire but was subsequently sunk 
by escorting aircraft, the admiralty 
said.

June 26.—(CP)—Dropping with the Canadian parachute unit 
in France, Major Jeff Nicklin, former Winnipeg Blue Bomber 
football star, landed alone and by mistake right in the centre 
of the German-garrisoned town of Varaville, east of the Orne 


river. 


His parachute caught on the 
roof of a house and the major 
dangled down the side of a wall 
as the Germans, thrown into con- 
fusion by the airborne landings, 
scurried about the town. Several 
of them spotted him and fired at 
him, but he cut himself loose and 
took cover. 

Nicklin worked his way from 
building to building with platoons 
of Germans stalking him. It took 
him an hour to get clear of the 
buildings and get into the fields 
where he linked up with other 
Canadians, 


SECOND IN COMMAND 

Nicklin was second in command 
of a Canadian parachute unit and 
said from what he saw of German 
reactions in Varaville, the invasion 
there was a complete surprise. 

“The Germans were really windy 
in Varaville,” said Nicklin. 

“They ran around that town like 
crazy men and shot at anything 
that moved. Even a moving cow 


| would get a blast of machine-gun 


fire. They were so jumpy they ran 
around in two’s or three’s to give 
themselves moral support.” 

The major went to Le Mesnil 
with other Canadians and saw 11 
days of heavy fighting there. He 
deScribed it as “a little hot spot all 
right,” but added “we stuck there, 
gradually getting stronger and 


stronger which is something Jerry idid not carry out.”

Airmen ‘“‘Deliberately Shot’’ 
Says Repatriated Albertan 


OTTAWA, June 26.—(CP)—Sqdn. Ldr. F. H. Boulton, 
D.F.C., of Coleman, Alta., one of a group of repatriated 
R.C.A.F. personnel, said yesterday that 50 Allied fliers were 
“deliberately shot” after the mass break from the German 


prisoner of war camp Stalag Luft III. 


Sqdn. Ldr. Boulton, a prisoner 
in the camp at the time the break 
was made, said the claim that a 
second attempt to escape was 


were among those shot. ]

possible.” 

“The men were exhausted when 
recaptured and they were in Gor- 
litz prison, one of the most closely- 
guarded spots in Germany,” he 
added. Boulton was shot down over 
Amiens while leading a Spitfire 
squadron protecting Flying Fort- 
resses on a bombing flight over 
Germany. 

SERIOUSLY WOUNDED 

He suffered serious head wounds 
and after treatment in two German 
hospitals was removed to Stalag 
Luft III and placed in the east com- 
pound with some 1,400 prisoners. It 
was from this compound that the 
mass escape was made. 

“1 knew all the fellows in the 
escape attempt,” Boulton said. 
“The six Canadians who were 
shot were particular friends of 
mine, There were some 6,000 pris- 
oners in the camp, including Can- 
adian, British and United States 
airmen, About 400 Canadian offi- 
cers were prisoners there, In all 
there are some 1,200 Canadian air 
force officers prisoners in Ger- 
many. Many are also at Stalag 
Luft | on the Baitic coast.” 


He said the break from Stalag 
Luft III was “well planned” and 
that the participants worked on it 
for some 16 months before they 
were finally ready, braving “most 
elaborate” guard precautions in the 
attempt to get away. 

EIGHTY IN BREAK 

“Eighty prisoners went out. Four 
of them were recaptured almost at 
once. The others got away. The Ger- 
mans turned more than 2,000 guards 
out to search the countryside; the 
air was full of radio instructions. 

“Finally a group was recaptur- 
ed and removed to Gestapo head- 
quarters near Oresden. They 
were interrogated for hours. Then 
came the word that 47 of the boys 
had been shot. It’s nonsense to 
say it was a second attempt at 
escape. It is impossible and no 
one would have tried it. | 

. Guards were doubled around} 
our camp. We were locked in our 
huts at 7:15 nightly. Guards with 
dogs patrolled the wire. Finally the| 
German commandant told Group 
Capt. H. M. Massey, commandant, 
of the shooting. 


GESTAPO ACTION 


“Even he seemed to know it was 
deliberate, for he told Group Capt. 
Massey it was a Gestapo action and 
the German air force would take no 
responsibility for it. The German 
army and air force themselves are| 
in terror of the Gestapo. 

“Our men were deliberately shot. 
There is no doubt about it in my 
mind and there was no doubt in 
the minds of other men in the pri- 
son camp. Perhaps the Gestapo did | 
it to impose fear on added escape | 
attempts. But it was deliberate and 
it was murder:”

Death in the Cup 


Those thirteen fatalities which fol- 
lowed the drinking of methyl alcohol con- 
coction in Saint John, N.B., should shriek 
a warning all across Canada to those who 
may be tempted to secure their favorite 
beverages through illicit channels. 

For never before in Canada's liquor 
history have the products of the boot- 
legging industry been, so dependably 
deadly. Even under complete prohibition, 
illicit liquor could be raw and unpalatable 
and even nauseous—but still fail to be 
utterly poisonous. 

But the situation today is such that 
almost any illicitly acquired Ijquor is 
bound to be poisonous. The reason, of 
course, is that ethyl or grain alcohol is 
such a valuable war material that the 
Stocks are kept under a careful check that 
cannot be evaded. 

It is true that some permit holders 
here and there may be selling their share 
of the liquor quota, and thus some few 
bottles of wholesome liquor may be finding 
their way into the bootleg market. But 
this is a mere trickle. Nine hundred and 
ninety-nine times out of a thousand boot- 
leg liquor, these days, is pure unadulter- 
ated poison. It is made out of methyl or 
denatured spirits. Methyl alcohol always 
kills, Denatured spirits, to make them un- 

otable, are treated with a chemical that 
urns out the intestinal linings. 

Death, as never before, lurks in the 
illicit cup.

Moving Out Fast 


Thus far in the marketing year, which 
does not end until July 31st, the United 
States has imported 144,000,000 bushels of 
Canadian wheat, along with 62,000,000 
bushels of oats, 28,000,000 bushels of bar- 
ley, 9,000,000 bushels of rye, and 10,000,- 
000 bushels of flaxseed. This helps to ex- 
plain why the Dominion does not require 
lease-lend aid; we are able to pay for sup- 
plies bought in the United States with pro- 
ducts shipped there. Grain shipments bulk 
larger in these exports than for many 
years; perhaps larger than ever before. 

Faced by scarcity of grain for feed, 
Congress last December lifted the import 
duties for a period of 90 days. This term 
has expired, but as the importing is being 
done by a Government agency this will not 
block the movement. The flow shows no 
sign of slackening, and by the end of July 
the figures in all categories will be sub- 
stantially higher. In the case of coarse 
grains the only limit appears to be how 
much can be allowed to leave the country 
without interfering with Canada’s live. 
stock industry, 

Last year’s wheat crop is calculated to 
have been’ around 300,000,000 bushels, 
More than half this amount will have gone 
south by the end of the marketing year. 
With a steady and growing movement 
overseas also, the prospect is brightening 
that enough storage space will be avail- 
able next fall to permit marketing without 
delivery quota restrictions,

I said last week that T would have 
something more to say about 
clergymen's salaries in Canada, 
Well, here it is; 

The Christian ministry has never 
been a lucrative vocation. Ne one 
expects it to be—least of all those 
clergymen who dedicate their lives 


to the service of the Founder of 
our Faith. They assume the bur- 
dens of humility and poverty with 
their ordination. No complaint 
comes from them at all. 

But surely it is time some com- 
plaint should come from the laity 
who must be 
aware that thou- 
sands of Can- 
adian clergymen, 
mostly rural 
clergymen, are in 
a condition bor- 
dering on penury. 
Poverty is one 
thing; privation is 
another. 

And it is a 
downright shame 
that many coun- ,,. 
try clergy should Harold L. Welr 
be forced to live under conditions 
of actual want and, in some cases, 
of actual malnutrition.

The churches have no source of 
support except the free giving of 
their memhers and friends. What- 
ever conditions prevail among the 
clergy, then, are a direct charge 
upon the conscience of those who 
use the churches and the church 
organization. 

And when I say “use the 
churches” I do not necessarily re- 
strict the reproach to those who 
are active church members. For 
everyone uses the churches to a 
greater or lesser degree. 

There are literally hundreds of 
thousands of people in Canada who 
expect their church to marry them, 
baptize their children, visit their 
sick and bury their dead—and yet 
who do not contribute one thin 
dime to the church organization 
from one year’s end to the other. 

I can think of nothing more cheap 
or reprehensible. 

No one expects or wants the 
church to be rich. No one, least 
of all the .clergymen, expects the 
ministers of the church to live in 
luxury. But as a matter of ordinary 
decency, they should be enabled 
to live in civilized comfort. and 
bring up their children according 
to the common standards of a 
democratic country.

We who have carved our homes 
out of the fastnesses of North 
America are essentially a peculiar 
people. We are not citizens of this 
country through -any accident of 
birth. 

Unlike most of the people of 
Europe, whose nationalities are de- 
termined by a long process of 
taking actual root in the soil, our- 
selves or our forebears came to 
this country by choice. This was 
the one spot of all the earth which 
seemed most desirable as a home. 
Canada did not choose us, we 
chose Canada. 

I wonder if that fact is not fre- 
quently forgotten when malcon- 
tents begin to unloose their spieen 
on Canada and her institutions?

|} 5,000 Recruits 


By End August 


Alberta’s quota of the 48,000 
enlistments needed In the Cana- 
dian Active Army before the end 
of August is 5,000 men, accomd- 
ing to the district recruiting offi- 
cer, Maj. J. H. Gainor, M.C., who 
arrived in Edmonton Monday for 
a two-day visit. 

Enlistment in the army provides 
a wonderful opportunity for 17- 
year-old youths who are terminat- 
ing their scholastic training, he 
said. The men are on boys’ pay 
until they reach the age of 17% 
when they receive full soldiers’ pay 
and are provided with trades train- 
ing. As they cannot be posted to 
an active field of combat until they 
are 19 they receive two years of 
training which will be of great 
value to them after the war ceases, 

Major Gainor pointed out that he 
would not advise the enlistment of 
boys who are able to continue their 
scholasite training on their own but 
added that men are able to continue 
their schooling, including univer- 
sity education, while in army ser- 
vice,

He said he has always enjoyed 
remarkable co-operation in Edmon- 
ton and stated that recruits in the 
C.W.A.C. were higher from Edmon- 
ton than Calgary. More than 500 
recruits for the women’s corps are 
needed in the province before the 
end of July.

ground. Judging from some recent: | 
ly received letters, some people} 
have thought that I believe arti-| 
ficial fever is superior to the fevers 
which the body undergoes through 
the innate power which nature has) 
provided. I most decidedly do not| 
believe that artifical fevers are bet-| 
ter than what might be called) 
“natural” fevers. I believe that the 
internal functioning of the body is| 
more intelligent as to its actual) 
|needs than guess work on the part | 
of a physician, Nature will make! 
}a fever reaction when it is needed. | 
If the body hasn't enough vitality 
to produce a natural fever, the ap-| 
| plication of artificial heat to pro- 
duce a fever may actually injure 
or destroy the living tissues. 
| Fevers are your friends, and they 
occur when you need them; how- 
ever. I do not believe that fevers! 
are necessary if one lives so as to| 
prevent the morbid accumulation 
of heating material in the body. 
They are needed, however, if the 
|morbid accumulation occurs and 
}one does not undergo a cleansing 
regimen to get rid of the over- 
| weight, the fatty material and the 
}other uneliminated waste sub-| 
|stances and unless one avoids the 
intake of heating foods. Regard 
fever as a drastic adjustment on the 
| part of the body to the accumulated 
\effect of years of wrong living. 
| When fever occurs, it should be} 
properly handled to assist nature 
in its cleansing, oxidizing effort. 

At the present time there are a 
number of machines that are being 
sold to doctors for creating fevers 
in patients. Some of these are 
dangerous because they have not 
been sufficiently tried and no one 
knows exactly what results they 
may produce when used to induce 
fever in the many types of human 
subjects. I know of one experi- 
ment carried on in Los Angeles 
where such a machine was used 
to raise the temperature in rats and 
the rats died almost instantly as 
though stricken with a death ray. 

I would advise you to beware ot) 
new machines and apparatus which 
have not been thoroughly tested.
